As alſo paſ$ed many count11ies and regions to ſet oth in Rome 
 amonyeſt the antiquities and m the moſt notable places of Italie where aye moſt exvellent butls \ 
dinges, and mtending to write of Architeftnre or buldinges:I thought it beſt either witÞ> 
the lighteſt orleaſt profitablepartetherof to begmne, nor altogithey after the m/t# ſlertder 
ſerte to handell that which I purpoſed. to mtreate Þpon.I haue therfore taken my firſt extes 
raunce into the writnig of thrs arte , at the fiut antique pillers by Columnes comontynamed 
of the places and perſones partelywhert and of whom they wertinitented j1rtd partey of their 
Pertues C7 properties of thoſe that they wer likned vnto, which pillers nameare theſe as fols 
loweth. T uſcana,Dorica Tonica,( ormthiav5',C apofira, The treatiſe of theſepillers as it bath 
n it moſt deletion and pleaſure m the beawrie and comlinesof the workmanſhip appertays 
ning Þnto them. ſo though at the beginning gt be mmgled with a littell aſperitie andas it were 
bitternes ( for the dificultie and hardnes wherwith as both principalles and alſo other thins 
es of any excellencye at the firf are couſtomed to be jt is ſomewhat Comberous) yet it is both 
ſo neceſSary and profitable, that neither without it any man may attaine to any eſtimable part 
of the reſte of this ſcience and with it ds by a klew of thredor plaine path way a man may moſt 
eaſsely pearſe and lightely paſouer the moſt darke & Wnknowen corners of the whole proceſse 
therof. But to ſpeake of the worethines of this parte of Architefure:it ſemeth almoſt altogi« 
A gyober fore takin? theſe to ſuffice m the part tobe ſayde,1 will now ſhew what 
trade and order I do followe in the declaration of the meaſures proportions and garniſhmens 
ees of theſe before menc ionedpullers. For ſo much ther fore as in teaching of all artes thre thine 
ges are chiefly to be conſidere1 thats toſay diligence in geuing 3 preceptes,aptnes in choſymg 
plaine and emdente examples and laſt ofall praiſe and experience of the teacher. I hae for 
the firſt parte taken for my author chieflye to be followed the noble andexcellent writer Vis 
trunmus one of the moſt parfaifteſt of all the Antiques, and for that neither any one man in 
whatarteſo ener u bets abſolute and that other ſinguler men ofthe Antiques and he in many 
poindtes do difagre and differ (which Sebaſtianus Serlius a meruelous conning artificer in our 
tim(y'n many places of his workes learnedly doth declare.I haue added 'vnto him 'ypon what 
ſoeutr in any thing ſemed nedfull the opinion and meanin 12 of the ſayde experte writer Seba« 
ſtianas , here and there alſowher I thought meete I haue iogned the minde and indgement of . 
one Gulielmus Philander a notable man whiche about the yere of oure lorde. 15 46. wrote 
Tnto the frenche king Anotacions ypon Vitruuins concerning this matter or ſuche like. Now

= N the begmnmg of the world, Nature by neceſſuie dyd firſte nuent 
EDY [trawnge n\aner of couertures or houſes for the people to inhabyte in. 
Ea Pat of all ſuche order and forme of buyldinges as were before Noes 
ll fludile jt [all notnede tomakereberſall. But after the of Noe, 
| the people avayne , When theywere increaſed and multiplied, did daylye 
Ga MW more and more ,ſeeke for theyr commoditie to be defended from the 
beate of the Swan, andcoldenefSe of the ayer : ſome fuccoured the ſelues Þnder the ſhadowe 
of trees and other taking occaſion thereby, deu!ſed to ſet Þp forked ſtakes;with the forkes 
Þþ wardes and there Vpon layed bowrs . After wardes they ſtill dewſed and daylye did pratiiſe 
more and more inthat kinde. And mtime , they perceyumg the ſe of cutting with yron did 
ſet vpright trees as they had before , wyththeyrſtakes peing done with their handes and bys 
cauſe they ſhould not cleaue witth the beauines of theyr burdens aboe at the toppe , they com- 
paſſed them about wyth ringes of Iron and called them Pillers or (olumnes. Ihe forme and 
hape of wh:ch'Pillers , they did imitate, faſhwoning themof ſtone. And then they callnge to 
theyr remtnbraunce the fludle of Noe which had drowned all the world deuiſed to build the 
towrevf Babilon.So they added m ſteede of the Yynge aboue atthe toppe of their pillers, theſe, 
hich our author Vitriaras calle: h Aſtragali and Apophigts.So in proces of time diners witty 
men ener dddinge ſome thinge thereto at the laſt it came to ſome per fettion. T hen did they bes 
ginne todeniſe and prattiſe after dyners faſhions and buylded a great parte of the tower. In 
which buylding came the detaſion of tounges, or languages , whereby theſe buylders were par 
ted and ſcattered abrode Þpon of rs of the earth and mbabited many ſtraunge countreyes, 
and began to buylde nEgipte, andafter that in many other places ,as ſemeth } the workes, 
which Belus Ninus,and Semiramis buy/ded which were | ws farre,as ſommen do ſuppoſe 
that Trier in lowe Doutcheland ſhould haue bene buylded of the brother of Ninus as ye may 
erceyue by Beroſus, Herodotus and many other that are writers and witneſses of the ſame. 
gp oſho-th after was made Memphis the whiche nowe is named Alkayre , the whiche was 
buylded by a kinge of Egipte, hauing in compaſſe round about, one hundred and fiftye ſtddes, 
or as ſome interpretate it ,ſomany furlonges, and m like maner the aunciet citie of Thebes in 
Grece , beſid:s many other cities zwhich were mad: before and after . In the which it is to be 
 ſuppoſed,that there were ſumptuous temples and Tallaces.So, that they were experte and bes 
an in that ſcrence to come to more perfeftio}t . And immediately after a wittie man named 
Dorus (the jonne of Flelemer and Optix the Nymphe )nuented and made the firſte piller 
drawen to per fettion and called it Dorica after his owhe name. Shorthe after him there was 
Ton , ſonne of Xuthus, that wasmade gouernour of a part of Carid, which he had wonne 
in that countrey buylded theſe cities folowing /Priem Samum,Teorem Colophonem ,Nachi, 
Erithren Phoceam Clazymenas Lebedum, Melyten, of the which, the citizgins afterwardes 
drane out of that countrey the Caryans and calledit Ionia after theyr kinges name and then 
they made their churches and Temples of their Goddes ” firſt began jo. Appollo his Tem 
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_ pleas they had ſene it inGreaia befort. And they not knawing any meaſtire Vt

ned the body of the pilloure and filled it with (anaticoli, and verge , as thoughe it were the 
þlates of her garmentes.T hen they bemig more delighted with the beautifulnes ofthe height 
therof added alſo an other Diameter ,vnto the ow Dorica and madeit ſeuen Diameters, 
wn heght. — that in the atie of (orinthe was buried a certaine maiden after whoſe burial 
e (who lamented much her death) knowing her delightes to haue bene m pretye

hydden bWnderneth wytha multitude of leaues . In thys cytie one ( alimachus, an excellent 
Architeflur , paſyng or goinge thereby , regerdinge the beawtifull worke of nature , 
afterwardes Þſing then the meaſures of the es ahehoges the pillour Tonycke, 
Þpþon the whiche pullor or Scapus thereofyhe ſet the ( apitell , the whiche he hadle ſene Ypon 
the tombe of the mayden the whiche garniſhed beatifully the whole pillor, whiche (apitell, 
was in height the thicknes of the pillor , an{namedit (ormthia , becauſe it wasmade inthe 
cytie of Corinthe , by thandes of (almachus , who for the excellence of that arte was nas 
med Catatechnos , and after that this worke growing more and more to perfeftion came 
to the Romaynes , and ſo through oute all Itake , and manye other places, yea, and was 


_ throughlyeprattiſed by them. I hen the T uſcanes , begnming to builde , hauing Knowlaige 


of the pillor , whiche was farſte inuented by the Tonians , Vpon the Symetrie , of aſtron 
manne inuented to buylde ſlronzlye after the maner aforſayde , yea, and to garniſhe oo 
ther cyties and townes beantifullye with a pillour of their owne deuiſe whyche yet at

1'bys pller pas fi r/te buvlded ta his per feftion. m the time of Titus ,Veſpaſtanns., who 
ſetteit at hys triumphe m the hygheſteplace of hys arche triumphall aud called it Compoſita, 
or as ſome doonane ler Italica. Theſe pillers,partelye for their beautye and comlines, pare 
tele for their fortitude and ſtrength the zoriters of them, hane reſembled and (yKned to ſere 
tain ferned Goddes and Goddeſſes. As namely Taſeana , is applied wnto Atlas jthe kynge of 
Mauritania: Dorica, Þnto Hercules and the g0d Mars:Tonica to Diana, or Appollo, C orin» 
thia Þnto Veſta or jonie lyke Virgin, and Compoſita, to Pandora,of Heſiodus , the which he 
fameth to haue ben cndewed wyth diners of rm. graces and conmge gherwith the beforenas 
med Goddes and Goddeſses were ndewed ſo that it ſemeth by the auncient writers and Aus 
thors wh.ch haue made reberall of theſe thinges that they haue bene had m great eſtimation 
and priſe , as ye maye wel parceyue by Yjis, whiche buyldeda temple in Eripte for her father 
Inpuer , bycauſe ber huſbande Oſiris, and ſhe were in great eſtimation , and alſofor they 
beautifull muen. wns and wyſedome , were honoredas goddes . I his maye well be gathere 
by thur pillers and ornamentes , that belong therunto , thewhyche were noted and mars 
ked with He brewe letters andalſo by the Sepulcres of Amaſis zphych was made more, then. 
M. D Jeres before the birthe of ( hriſte jn the whiche one of the Pyramides was ( «62 
thouſande mens workes the ſpace of twentye yeares, the whyche remayneth m Egipte to by 
ſeneat this preſent daye , and manye other beautifull buldinges of that nacion . Reade, 
Dudo. Sr. bi. 1. 2. Alſoit femeth by many other writers , that after Babell decaied, 
mcontinently the Hebrues moſt trtumphantlye floriſhed m thys pomte. Thus we maye pers 
ceiue that the Flebrues receyued thur knowlage of the Babilowans and the Grekes , receia 
wedit of the Hebrues , m like caſe the Latines , and the Italians recemed their, fromthe 
Grekes , the whyche our Author Vitruums , doth not deny, m makynze OX ant tos 
Latine wore with Greke letters as Þpon the muentien of the Grikes , whych Concernnge 
hys ſaence m Architeftura ,m the whyche thing Vitruums , ſemeth muchc tobe comended,

what purpoſe thoſe ymazes wer made then be ſhuld anſwer that Caria a towne in Pelopeneſo, 
trayterouſly conſpired with the Perſians agamſt the Grekes: But the grekes getting the Vis 
Forie ouer their enemies, agreed with one accord, and beſieged Caria and wan the catie fulled 
the men and toke the women , carieng them as bond women not ſuffering them to put of their 
R yche ornamentes and [ewelles to the intent , that the toon ther triamphe , myght be 
thereby the more glorious.So they ſubdued, weare bronght mto bondage . For this cauſe and 
other ſuche lyRe he chief maiſters of Architefture made im their common places and pallaces 
whe women to beare Vp the burthen of their buldinges, the whiche was a remembraunce 
and memorial of their puniſhmentes for their mallice againſt the Grekes ſuſtamed by the Cas 
riatides that is to faye , by the women of (aria . In bke caſe dyd the Lacedemonians , whan 
they with ſo littell a power ouercame ſuche a great hoſt of the Percians and ſlew them. After 
which conqueſt m their triumphe , they builded a gallery whiche ſhoulde remayne Þnto them 
for a perpetuall and cuerlaſting token of victorie and did ſet ther the figures, and counters 
feites of the Percians wh'ch before wer their priſoners jn their ſtraung apparaill, ſtanding in 
their pallaces ſupportmg ther galleries wherfore they were feared of their enemyes therby, 
and alſo yet encouraged the hartes of the Citrzgns againſt their other enemies and backe frens 
des.Vpon this example Pauſamas did - ny make the counter feates of the ſamePerſias, 
and Þpon their heddes, he laide Epiſtilia and Coronas , ſetting betwixt them Z ophorus, the 
which was garniſhe1and figured with theleweles that they had taken from them being their 
enemies, As Cuppes gebletes chemes, girdelles & ſuche ke other Tewelles, which wer plenti- 
fullamons the Perſ1ans , and Þnder their fete was ſet Stylobata, wherin were written their 
titles, Many ſuche Hiſtoriesan Architefte, ought of neceſSitye to know. Next vnto this doth 
follow Muſicke which alſo 15 verieneceſsary for an Architefte, for theſe cauſes muſt he hane, 
as it were a foreſight in it that therby the principall chambers of the houſe , ſhuld with ſuche 
order be made , that the Voice or noyſe of muſicall Inſtrumentes , ſhould haue their perfaift 
Echo ,reſoundmg pleaſauntly to the eares of thoſe that ſhalbe heares therof , as alſo the Ro» 
maines,Þſcdin all their pallaces & for many other neceſ9ties therunto belonging of the which 
Vitruums maketh further demonſtration as the refreſhing of the Melancolicke mmdes which 
ar alwates trauailmg for further knowlaige.

deſiredaiid not deſtrous of workes. He zohich wold be an expert Architette, ought te haueall 
theſeſctences and knowlarges, I o hm that hath any ſcience or knewlaige and mdgment there 
with conceryed ,it is moſt enident and plane. Neuertheleſse it will ſound ſtraunzely to ſome 
that a man ſhoulde learne ſo many ſciences for the atteming of one and kepe all them in mes 
more for the pradtiſe of the ſame: yet it 1s neceſ$ary andalſomete, that although hebe not pare 
faitt m them or entry of them yt he ſ/,onld hae Tome knewlars mthen, and ſoit behourth, 
netther it ts regu that he ſhould be ſopar fait a Gramaria as was Ariſtarchus and yet not 
altogether with out t-Nor m Muſtcke like Þuto Ariſtoxents, neither in paintinglike Apel« 
les nor Plaſtes,or Stattuary like Þnto Miron or Policrates neither 1a Phiſike like to Hippoe 
crates, but yet m this and other not altogether ionoraunt .
